The Circleville Board of Public 
U tilities met in regular session 
Monday night in the Water Depart­ 
ment offices on E. Franklin St.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
of Representatives is channeling an 
extra $44.8 million into civil defense in 
an effort one lawmaker says could cut 
U.S. casualties to 20 million in a 
nuclear war. 


In approving a $35.9-billion weapons 
bill for fiscal 1978, the House boosted 
the civil defense budget by 50 per cent 
to $134.8 million. The Pentagon had 
requested only $90 million. 


The action Monday came after Rep. 
Ronald V. Dellums, D-Calif., attacked 
any spending for civil defense as “ a 
waste, ludicrous, insane. It makes me 
feel I’m sitting on the floor of the 
House in a dream. I fs the height of 
insanity.” 


But backers of the move cited a need 
for American preparedness, p ar­ 
ticularly after the recent Soviet 
rejection of a U.S. strategic arms 
proposal 


Rep. G. William Whitehurst, R-Va., 
said it will be “ destabilizing for us to 
do nothing in response to the growing 
Soviet (civil defense) program.” He 
argued that civil defense shelters 
could reduce American fatalities in a 
nuclear war “ down to 20 million.” 


“ It’s criminal to say there s no 
hope" of saving lives in a nuclear war, 
Whitehurst added. 
The procurement bill, which is $60.8 
million more than President Carter 
requested, passed 347 to 43. Separate 
bills are expected to bring the 1978 
defense budget up to a record $120 
million.

Cease-Fire 
Restored 
In Lebanon 


BEIRUT, lebanon < AP) — A cease­ 
fire has been restored in Beirut after 
three days of fighting between Syrian 
troops and Palestinian guerrillas. 
Palestinian sources said more than 
80 persons were killed in the worst 
battling since Syrian forces halted 
liebanon’s civil war five months ago. 
Apparently many of the dead were 
noncombatants caught between the 
opposing forces. Hospitals were filled 
with wounded. 
The Syrians launched a house-to- 
house search for guerrillas of a pro- 
Iraqi Palestinian organization and a 
pro-libyan lebanese Moslem group 
after two Syrian soldiers were killed 
Friday night. 
Fighting raged through the weekend 
over a square mile of one of Beirut’s 
most densely populated slums ad­ 
joining the city's two main Palestinian 
refugee camps.

Summer Job Supply Clouded 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - I t s a 
question of supply and demand for 
college and high school students trying 
to find summer work this year. 


The supply of jobs is only slightly 
higher than last year, employment 
officials say, but the demand for work 
far exceeds the relatively limited 
number of openings. 
'Right now I can tell them its 
hopeful,” Gary Wiepking, director of 
student employment at Ohio State 
University, said of a student's chances 
of finding a job. “ Our job board is not 
plentiful, but it's picking up.” 
The Department of Transportation 
reports a “ monumental” number of 
applications for summer work. The 
Department of 
Natural 
Resources 
says it gets about eight applications for 
each job available. Armco Steel Corp. 
in Middletown calls the number of 
applications 
for 
sum m er 
work 
“ overwhelming.” 
Summer employment in some in­ 
dustry and business will be up this 
year from 1976. 
Two amusement parks. Cedar Point 
and Geauga I Lake, each plan to hire 
about 6 
per cent more 
summer 
workers. 
Armco will increase by IO per cent 
the number of people it plans to em­ 
ploy during the season. 
“ They’ll be hiring temporary help, 
maybe as many as 250,” said Don 
Easterly, manager of corporate in­ 
form ation. “ They are absolutely- 
overwhelmed with applicants.’’ 
Those who land the steel mill jobs 
will find “ it's hard work,” Easterly- 
said, but they are among the most 
financially rewarding of the summer 
variety. The base wage is about $6 an 
hour, he said. 
Those who like outdoors work might 
apply at the Department of Natural 
Resources’ Division of Parks and 
Recreation. 
“ We hire approximately 820 people 
during the summer season,” says 
assistant chief Wes Fry. About 720 of 
them are already filled. 
The department will spend about 
$3.2 million for extra help this summer 
when thousands of people pack 64 Ohio 


park areas. I fs the same amount as 
1976, said Fry, but mandated increases 
in pay and benefits will mean the 
money will employ about 2 per cent 
fewer people as camp attendants, 
lifeguards, conservation workers, 
custodial workers in cabins. 
The Department of Transportation 
operates two summer employment 
programs at a cost of about $1.9 
million. 
“ We are presently planning on 
hiring 540 for the Summer Youth 


Program,” said director David L. 
Weir. The total is about the same as 
1976. Each county is authorized five 
students under the program, with IOO 
employed in the central office.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Despite FBI 
claims of shattered morale, Atty. Gen. 
Griffin Bell says he'll continue the

principle. 
“ What is at stake is the rule of law,”

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
senators looking into last winter’s 
natural gas shortage planned to hear 
more 
testim ony 
and 
ask 
more 
questions today of Columbia Gas of 
Ohio officials. 
They devoted most of an initial 
session 
Monday 
night 
to 
hearing 
testimony about what Columbia—the 
state’s largest supplier felt caused 
the shortage, and to hearing some of 
the company's recommendations for 
heading off future shortages. 
Marvm E. White, Columbia's board 
chairman, was the leadoff witness 
before the Senate Energy and Public 
Utilities Committee. He brought along 
four other company spokesmen to 
defend its performance against major 
criticisms by state lawmakers and 
other officials. 
Sen. Neal F. Zimmers Jr., D-5 
Dayton, 
resumed his 
committee’s 
investigation as members of the upper 
cham ber returned from weekend 
recess to start what shapes up as a 
busy legislative week. 
Other com panies have already 
testified at the hearings that started 
several weeks ago. 
Senators approved two routine bills 
at a brief floor session, one that up­ 
dates a state law prohibiting sexual 
imposition on other persons, while the 


other delineates requirem ents of 
employers involved in the hearing of 
worker’s compensation cases. 
House members returned today to 
consider a bill that resulted from the 
natural gas shortage. It allows, but 
doesn't require, school officials to shift 
from summer to 
winter vacation 
schedules to conserve energy. 
White and the other officials from 
Columbia contended generally that 
last winter’s gas shortage resulted 
from federal 
regulations 
and en­ 
vironm ental requirem ents which— 
combined with the coldest tem ­ 
peratures in state history—were 
responsible for Ohio’s problems. The 
federal regulations, particularly those 
affecting prices, prevented develop­ 
ment of new supplies, he said. 
However, the board chairman and 
others reiterated their earlier con­ 
tentions that a bill enacted by the 
legislature last year was a factor in 
Columbia not being able to purchase 
emergency gas supplies. 
The bill prohibited utilities from 
passing along to all customers the 
added costs of emergency purchases 
for use by industry. 
Subsequently, the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio (PUCO) ordered 
the utilities to survey their industrial 
customers about 2,500 in the case of 


Columbia—to determine how many

Few 
were, 
Columbia's officials said, until it was 
too far into the winter and supplies 
were unavailable. 
White told the committee the PUCO 
requirement “ completely disrupts the 
company’s ability to develop these 
supplem ental gas supplies.

requirements be suspended.” 
The board chairman, aware that 
some members of the legislature are 
ready to defend last year’s law, said he 
was not asking for its repeal.

There's no way to devise a 
simple plan to deal with the problems 
of energy in this nation." Lance said. 


“ We tried to find a plan that was 
cheap. But there s no way to devise a 
plan rn relation to energy that's cheap. 
We tried to devise a plan that was 
painless. There’s no way to develop a 
program in relation to energy that is 
painless," the 45-year-old former 
Georgia banker said.

American people, and I for one happen 
to think that the American people will 
respond in good fashion to that sort of a 
challenge as long as they are given the 
facts truly and openly and candidly, 
and they are told what the problems 
really are." he said.

$77 M illion 
Suit Filed 
O ver Drug 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Three 
m others, 
including 
a 
former 
congresswoman, are charging in a $77 
million lawsuit that they unwittingly 
were given an experimental drug 25 
years ago that later was linked to 
cancer in children. 
The three say they were among 
more than 1,000 maternity patients 
who received the drug DES without 
their knowledge at the University of 
Chicago Lying-In Hospital in 1951 and 
1952. 
Patsy Mink. now assistant secretary 
of state for oceans and international 
environmental affairs, and two other 
women filed the suit Monday in U.S. 
District Court in Chicago against the 
university and Eli Lilly & Co., of 
Indianapolis, the maker of the drug the 
hospital used. 
The class-action suit asks $70,000 for 
each of the 1,081 women who were 
given DEIS and another $2 million in 
punitive damages. 
The two other women joining in the 
suit were Phyllis S. 
W etherill, 
Washington, and Gladys E. Lang. 
Stonybrook. N.Y. 
Mrs. Mink, a former Democratic 
congresswoman from Hawaii, said she 
was taking part in the suit because. 
"The matter is of such serious 
proportion that it had to be resolved for 
the entire group." 
The suit claims that another group of 
1,081 pregnant 
women received 
placebos in an experiment that lasted 
20 months to test whether DEIS could 
prevent miscarriages. 
Research in recent years has found 
links between DEIS and rare vaginal 
and cervical cancers in the daughters 
of women who received the drug 
during pregnancy. The drug also has 
been tied to sterility and other ab­ 
normalities in the sons of some of the 
women. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
told manufacturers in 1971 to stop 
making DEIS and to halt advertising 
claiming 
it 
would 
prevent 
miscarriages. Many physicians also 
recommend that daughters of women 
who were administered the drug have 
checkups twice a year. 
A spokesman for the University of 
Chicago said the hospital halted use of 
the drug and advised other physicians 
to do the same as a result of the ex­ 
periment.

from February to March this year. 
And the picture was even brighter 
compared to a year ago. The state's 
overall jobless rate fell from 8.9 per 
cent of the civilian labor force in 
March. 1976, to 7.1 per cent in March 
this year, the latest for which statistics 
are available 
There were 334.000 people out of 
work during March this year com­ 
pared to 401.000 in February’, the 
bureau estimated. Total employment 
advanced 1.6 per cent. 
Em ploym ent in m anufacturing 
industries rose 1.3 per cent with the 
gain concentrated in the production of 
durable goods. Settlement of strikes 
boosted 
employment 
in 
motor 
vehicles, 
while 
recovery 
from 
February's fuel shortages accounted 
for increases in primary metals and 
stone, clay and glass products. 
Construction employment rose 
during March from its winter low. 
Increased outdoor activities reflected 
the arrival of spring weather and 
sparked gains in amusement services. 


Seasonal factors were also largely 
responsible for increases in education, 
the bureau said. 
Employment in nonagricultural 
industries rose during March in all of 
Ohio’s m ajor metropolitan areas 
except Canton. Employment there in 
March was down .8 per cent from 
February, a result of a strike which 
idled 
workers 
m anufacturing 
household appliances and fabricated 
metals. 
The biggest employment jump, 3.2 
per cent, was in the Youngstown- 
Warren County area. Although non­ 
manufacturing rose seasonally, the 
bureau said most of the increase oc­ 
curred in factory employment. The 
gains were attributed to stepped-up 
production of automobiles and to 
recalls of steelworkers idled by fuel 
shortages in February 
In Cincinnati, employment was up .8 
per cent in March. The advance was 
largely seasonal, concentrated in 
nonmanufacturing areas. 
Expansion in services, construction 
and trade boosted nonmanufacturing 
in Cleveland during March, with 
manufacturing advancing .6 per cent. 
Weekly earnings of production 
workers in the state's factories rose to 
an all time high of $272.06 in March.

WASHINGTON ( AP) - In his first 
IOO days, Jimmy Carter made his 
crusade “ to shape a world responsive 
to human aspirations" a hallmark of 
American foreign policy. 
A newcomer to the international 
scene, the President also set an 
unusually public style of diplomacy, 
telling the people more than they are 
accustomed to hearing about U.S. 
objectives, 
while 
upsetting 
traditionalists who say he is com­ 
plicating negotiations. 
America’s claim "to teach others 
how to live cannot be accepted," Soviet 
leader lieonid I. Brezhnev admonished 
the former one-term governor of 
Georgia. 
But Carter said he saw no reason for 
getting upset "every time Brezhnev 
sneezes.” 
He offered the Russians terms for a 
nuclear weapons agreement that 
would have a devastating impact on 
future Soviet ICBM capabilities. When 
Moscow turned him down Carter told 
congressional leaders he would "hang 
tough." 
New to world affairs, Carter con­ 
fessed on occasion that he had a lot to 
learn. But he operated during his 
break-ui period with a confidence and 
freshness that could produce some 
major changes in American policy if 
he stays on course. 
These would include: 
—A nuclear weapons agreement 
with the Russians that not only slows 
the arms race but makes drastic 
reductions in existing arsenals. At the 
same time. Carter appears to be 
conditioning the American people to 
accept disarmament as a goal. 
—Unprecedented recognition of the 
Palestinians. Already. Carter is the 
first American president to publicly 
endorse a “ homeland" for them, which 
would be carved out of land held by 
Israel, as well as representation for 
Palestinians interests at a Geneva 
peace conference. 
—Relations with Vietnam and Cuba, 
two old Communist adversaries. 
Carter has accepted the reality that 
only a tiny fraction of the 2,500 
Americans missing in Indochina will 
ever be 
accounted for. 
And 
he 
authorized maritime talks with 
Havana despite Cubs's venturesome 
behavior in Africa. 
- Withholding U.S. aid in order to 
coax other countries to relent in their 
violations of human rights. Three 
recipients, Argentina, Ethiopia and 
Uruguay, were cut and three others. 
Brazil, E l Salvador and Guatemala, 
gave up American assistance to 
protest what they considered to be an 
intrusion into their domestic affairs. 
Philosophically, Carter’s concern 
for human rights reflected overriding 
American sentiment. It would be hard 
to find anyone to quarrel with the 
thoughts he expressed in a letter to 
Soviet dissident Andrei D. Sakharov in 
February. 
"You may rest assured," Carter 
wrote, “ that the American people and 
our government will continue our firm 
commitment to promote respect for 
human rights not only in our country 
but also abroad.” 


Still, there 
were 
obvious 
in­ 
consistencies in the implementation of 
Carter s human rights crusade. And 
righteousness does not guarantee 
results. 
The democracies on the U.S. 
military aid list are few, just as there 
are few of them in the world. On the 
other 
hand, 
some 
of 
the 
most 


repressive regimes, such as South 
Korea, the Philippines and Nicaragua, 
are being helped. 


Moreover, the administration did not 
support a congressional resolution that 
directed the American delegate to 
multinational development banks to 
vote against aid to countries regularly 
violating human rights. A softer, 
nonbinding approach was endorsed 
instead. 


Carter 
keyed 
his 
campaign 
primarily to the Soviet Union And yet, 
there was no easing of the Russian 
crackdown on dissidents. Jewish 
emigration did not pick up. 


The President also spoke out about 
conditions in South Korea, Cuba and 
other I .atin American countries. And 
he declared that events in Uganda 
"disgusted the entire civilized world.” 


The Russians took the criticism most 
personally. 
"It would be naive to think you can 
make progress in the solution of dif­ 
ficult and important problems while 
charging the atmosphere with hostility 
and mistrust,” said Georgi A. Arbatov, 
a close adviser to Brezhnev and a top 
U.S.-watcher in the Kremlin. 
But Carter, on the face of it at least, 
was unimpressed. He said he would not 
modify his human rights stands, 
declaring "they are consistent with the 
conscience of this country.” 
At least partly for symbolic pur 
poses, Carter appointed Andrew- 
Young, a black congressman from 
Georgia, head of the U.S. mission to 
the United Nations, with Cabinet rank. 
He got the longest leash of any of the 
President’s subordinates. 
Far more unconventional than his 
boss, Young became a so-called “ point 
man,” raising controversial issues and 
talking about them. Critics viewed him 
more as an unguided missile. 
On British television, the former 
civil rights worker called Britain “ a 
little chicken” on racial matters at 
home and abroad. 


He suggested the Cubans “ bring a 
certain stability and order” to Angola. 
Later, he said Americans should not 
“ get all paranoid about a few Com­ 
munists, or even a few thousand 
Communists.” 
On another occasion, Young was 
quoted as saying no one trusted the 
British as mediators in Rhodesia. But 
he has denied saying that. 
Carter showed no sign of irritation 
with Young, hut gave Vice President 
Walter F. Mondale responsibilities to 
watch over African affairs, the area 
Young concentrated on. 
Carter's own unorthodox style of 
public diplomacy prompted some 
criticism, too. 
Former President Gerald R. Ford 
said Carter’s statements on the details 
of U.S. weapons proposal might make

it hard for him to retreat from his 
initial position.

One of the most prominent of them, 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
backed U.S. proposals to limit Soviet 
long-range missiles and bombers. But, 
Jackson said: "Frankly, I would not 
have gone public on this. I suspect the 
Soviets have never been approached 
this way, with a public buildup. It is 
something that should be reviewed by 
this administration.” 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, a high­ 
ranking member of the Sente Foreign 
Relations Committee, said "it is time 
to lower our voices and not engage in a 
war of words.” 
And former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger called on the administration 
to avoid "rhetorical battles’’with the 
Russians 
over 
strategic 
arms 
negotiations. 
Human rights and tactics aside, the 
administration, through Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance, presented 
weapons proposals to the Russians last 
month that would have hit hardest at 
Soviet land-base missiles, while 
having little immediate effect on 
existing U.S. forces. 
Soviet rejection came as no real 
surprise. The negotiations will resume 
next month in Geneva beween Vance 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 
"There is still enough flexibility, I 
believe, to have hopes we can reach an 
agreement,” Carter told reporters 
April 15. 
Abandoning Kissinger’s step-by-step 
diplomacy, the President has vaulted 
beyond to form some conclusions 
about a final settlement — and to 
disclose them.

you drop liquid, even w ater, on the 
skirt the pleats may vanish forever. 
All I ’m saying is don’t lose your heart 
to som e beautiful confection without 
knowing what you are, literally and 
econom ically, getting into.” 
As executive director of the Neigh­ 
borhood Cleaners Association, Seitz 
regularly takes shopping trips to look 
at current clothes and assess their 
“cleanability,” and this sum m er his 
next worry, after pleats, is silk. 


“ F o r som e women, nothing is as 
luxurious as silk, but it can be a real 
headache. The dyes on silk m ay fade 
from sunlight or perspiration, and 
much of the fabric is so fragile that 
many spots are hard if not impossible 
for us to clean. If a silk dress is tight- 
fitting, you can be fairly sure the 
seam s will split. 
“Of course, the biggest look this year 
is the ‘linen look.’ You can get it in IOO 
per cent linen, or a combination of 
linen with a synthetic. Most of the cost­ 
liest designer things are IOO per cent 
the real thing — and one designer is 
making the point that if s wrinkled al­ 
ready, and you should love walking 
around 
looking 
wrinkled.

“ But be 
forew arned,”

Seitz. “ Even if you do fall for the idea 
of walking around looking wrinkled, 
and you lay out $190 for one of this de­ 
signer’s wrinkled blazers, when you 
send it to the cleaner i f s going to come 
back looking freshly pressed. This 
may surprise you, but we don’t have 
wrinkle-irons.

It m ay 
be quite dism aying to your boyfriend, 
to start out with a date who looks well 
pressed — and then end up with a rum ­ 
pled companion. 


“ A word now about three or four- 
piece costum es. Often these ensem bles 
may be labeled with conflicting in­ 
structions. The lined portions m ay say 
Dry Clean Only, and the unlined part, 
like a shirt or blouse, could read Wash­ 
able. Don’t do it! E ither clean the 
whole thing, or forget the whole thing. 
You’ll be left with an outfit th at’s two 
different colors if you wash part of it.” 
Even cotton — sim ple, plain cotton 
clothes — can present a few upkeep 
problem s. “ Som e, if not all, of the new 
cotton garm ents are ‘sized’ to give 
them body. So either you go to the work 
of washing and ironing it yourself, or 
you’ll regret it. ‘Sizing’ will dissolve in 
drycleaning, and your cotton dress 
could turn exceedingly limp. 


“ F o rtu n a te ly , your c le a n e r can 
‘resize’ it — a sim ple process much 
like waterproofing — but for you, i f s 
just another little headache.” 
Oh, and by the w ay: “ If you should 
spill red wine on yourself, or your 
tablecloth for that m atter, don’t rush 
for the salt shaker. That’s a myth. 
W arm w ater is the best rem edy,” says 
Seitz. 
“ And if that doesn’t take out the 
stain ,” he sm iles, with all the pizzaz of 
your 
frien d ly 
neighborhood 
dry 
cleaner, “ you know what — and who — 
w ill.”

Speaking Of Your Health

I get hunger pains in the middle of 
the day. Does this mean that I have an 
ulcer? 
Mr. T Y ., Minn. 
Dear Mr. Y .: 
Occasional hunger pains, even those 
that are relieved by food, do not 
necessarily m ean that you have a 
stom ach ulcer. Hunger pains, in most 
instances, are due to the fact that the 
stom ach is em pty. With nothing in the 
stom ach, the m uscles have nothing to 
contract down on. It is for this reason 
that m ost hunger pains are relieved by 
eating something. 


Doctors do consider the periodic 
“cy clic” hunger pains as a ulcer of the 
sto m ach 
or 
th e 
sm a ll 
in testin e 
(duodenum). 
The fact that eating relieves hunger 
pains 
is 
very 
significant 
as 
a 
diagnostic sign. When such a history is 
given to a doctor, he follows through 
with X-ray studies of the stom ach and 
intestines. This, of course, 
is the 
positive way to determ ine if someone 
has an ulcer. 


It has alw ays been said that the 
stom ach is a very sym pathetic neigh­ 
bor. Problem s in the gall bladder or in 
the pancreas m ay reflect them selves 
with 
vague 
gnaw ing 
sen satio n s. 
Repeated bouts of hunger pains should 
not be neglected. 


Can syphilis occur in the elderly as 
well as in the young?

D ear M rs. W.: 
When direct contact is made with a 
person who is infected with syphilis the 
germ can infect anyone. There is no

Despite all educational cam paigns, 
syphilis still rem ains one of the great 
p lagu es of m ankind . P resen t-d ay 
sexual promiscuity is responsible for 
the fact that syphilis now exists in 
epidemic and pandem ic (everyw here) 
proportions. 
Unfortunately, m any irresponsible 
people fail to bring a ventral infection 
to the attention of their doctor. Young

serious problem. 
Even m ore unfortunate is the fact 
that the initial sore, or “ Chancre” of 
the genitals and the mouth, 
m ay 
disappear after a few days, even 
without treatm ent. 
The consequent 
result is that many of those who have 
been exposed to syphilis and m ight 
have been cured by early treatm ent 
forget about it, only to come to a later 
realization that the disease did NOT 
disappear. 
Secondary com plications of syphilis 
are serious and can be very destruc­ 
tive.

Newsweek said 82 per cent of those 
questioned felt increased energy costs 
would cause personal econom ic 
hardship. 


The magazine said 64 per cent felt 
the nation’s economy would suffer if 
the program was adopted.

Justice Department has finally bagged 
a quarry. Is it Bemadine Dohm, or 
M ark 
Rudd, 
both 
prom inent 
W eatherman leaders missing since 
1969? 
No, indeed, it is one John Kearney, a 
retired FBI agent, who, in his middle 
supervisory post, followed orders that 
included conducting a secret mail- 
opening and wiretapping operation 
from 1970 to 1972. 
Attorney General Griffin Bell has 
the satisfaction — for what it’s worth 
— of getting a federal grand jury in­ 
dictment of the very man who was 
trying to catch Dohm and Rudd. He 
was fighting for his country — and that 
is more than can be said for the 
radicals he was after. 
It is also more than can be said for 
the draft-dodgers and deserters who 
are so much in favor with President 
Carter these days. What a travesty of 
justice this Administration is creating 
by granting am nesty to those who 
broke the law by turning their backs on 
this country or who deserted their 
comrades on the field of battle, while 
at the sam e time, seeking to jail those 
who five years ago employed tactics 
now considered wrong in efforts to 
protect the security of this nation. 
In a move equally as bad, the Justice 
D epartm ent has decided not to 
prosecute former CIA agent, Philip 
Agee, who has spilled CIA secrets and 
fingered CIA agents, much to their 
peril. After making a personal effort to 
destroy the CIA in this country, Agee 
moved his act to England, where he 
was swiftly deported. 
Our Justice Departm ent is ready to 
jail loyal dedicated FBI agents, but for 
the likes of Agee, its welcoming arm s 
are opened wide. Never was there a 
more 
glaring 
double standard 
of 
justice. 
There is even precedent for dropping 
this self-defeating harassm ent of the 
FBI. 
F o rm er 
A ttorney 
G eneral 
Edward Levi declined to prosecute 
former CIA agents involved with 
opening mail from Communist China. 
Those FBI agents now under the gun 
were engaged in sim ilar activities. A 
report, hardly noticed by the press, 
reveals that the FBI was checking on 
links between Cuba, Libya, and the 
W eatherman Underground. 
The current strategy of the Justice 
Department is to go after lower 
echelon FBI agents in order to get at 
top-level officials. Although the in­ 
vestigators say that they are not 
particularly concerned with middle- 
and lower-level officials, they have no 
qualms about holding these agents up 
to public ridicule and scorn. 
Pain and anguish will be needlessly 
inflicted on these agents and their 
families. Furtherm ore, by their own 
admission, Justice Department of­ 
ficials are not certain that they can 
convict the top FBI officials they seek. 
If agents, acting within the scope of 
their duties and at the instructions of 
their superiors, 
are 
crucified for 
sticking their necks out in the pursuit 
of criminal conducting a devastating 
nation-wide bombing campaign, what 
protection and incentive remain the 
current and future agents? 
It is difficult to determine which is 
worse — prosecuting retroactively 
loyal Americans following the orders 
of their government, 
or granting 
amnesty to disloyal Americans who 
openly disobeyd the orders of their 
government. The cause of justice is 
poorly served in either case.

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (AP) - A 
United Nations report says the world 
probably has enough oil and gas to last 
at least IOO years, but much of it will be 
expensive to tap. 
The report, which says conventional 
sources could take care of the demand 
for the next 45 or 55 years, appeared to 
contradict the Central Intelligence 
Agency report which President Carter 
used in opening his campaign for 
American conservation of energy. 


The CIA report said: "In the absence 
of greatly 
increased energy 
con­ 
servation, projected world demand for 
oil will ... su b stan tially exceed 
capacity by 1985.” 
The U.N. report said: “ Additional 
petroleum and gas resources would 
most probably be available, albeit at a 
substantially higher c o st... during the 
period of transition to the use of 
renewable energy sources, even if this 
transition period should last a hundred 
years or m ore.” 


The U.N. document is a sum m ary of 
a report based on a conference held 
last July in I^xenburg, Austria. About 
70 geologists, engineers, economists 
and systems analysts attended the 
conference, which was sponsored by 
the U.N. Institute for Training and 
R esearch 
and the 
In tern atio n al 
In stitu te 
for 
Applied 
System s 
Analysis. 
The full report is to be issued May I. 
The sum m ary concluded that oil 
would rem ain the world’s most im­ 
portant hydrocarbon source of energy 
“for many years to come.” 


It said new reserves of fuel may be 
discovered, especially in developing 
countries and offshore, and th a t 
through technical advances extraction 
will become more efficient. 


Stale Crackers 
O ffered By Agency 


DETROIT (AP) — Civil defense 
officials are asking if "Polly wants a 
cracker?” Or anyone else, for that 
m atter. 
They are stuck with 240,000 boxes of 
crackers, left from the 1960s when the 
fed eral governm ent stocked 600 
Detroit-area nuclear fallout shelters 
with provisions. 
The 5 million pounds of crackers 
have since outlived their shelf life. In 
other words, they are rancid or stale. 
Civil defense officials say some will 
be used to feed squirrels and deer, but 
the rest are being offered to chicken 
farm ers or anyone else willing to pick 
them up.

Wnat the high court has to decide is to 
what extent the news media is allowed 
to “ invade” the performer’s right in 
pursuit of a “ legitimate public in­ 
terest.” 


The court’s decision, expected 
before the end of its current term in 
June, could break new legal ground in 
the area of free press-privacy tensions. 
After the film of Zacchini’s short 
flight at the Geauga County Fair was 
shown on the television station, 
Scripps-Howard Broadcasting Co.’s 
WEWS, the performer sued Scripps- 
Howard for $25,000. 
The Ohio Supreme Court eventually 
ruled that the appropriation of Zac- 
chini's publicity for his act was an 
invasion of his privacy, but that the 
station's First Amendment privileges 
barred recovery of any money 
damages.

President Carter appeared at the 
Capitol to tell a joint session of 
Congress his plans to deal with the 
energy crisis. 


All went smoothly when Carter 
arrived. An elevator usually reserved 
for members of the House 
and 
reporters was commandeered to take 
Carter to the second floor House 
chamber. 


But on his way out, somebody ap­ 
parently goofed. Carter stepped onto 
the elevator and was followed by a 
crowd of photographers as well as 
some House employes. 
One floor below, the man who has 
been trying to remove some pomp 
from the presidency emerged smiling 
and unscathed. 


One of the critics of the energy 
message Carter gave to Congress and 
the nation is the best-known gasoline 
station operator in America — the 
President’s brother, Billy. 
Word from Plains, Ga., quotes Billy 
as saying: " I don’t agree with him on 
the tax on gasoline. I know people too 
well. I’m going to drive and you’re 
going to drive and the guy that works 
in my yard making the minimum wage 
is going to drive if he's going to go into 
hock to do it.... It might start hurting 
me a little bit, but I’m still going to 
drive my usual 150 to 200 miles on 
Saturday, Sunday, when I ’m off.” 


Gov. Dolph Briscoe of Texas also is 
unhappy with the Carter energy 
package. 
One of the ways presidential can­ 
didate Carter won Briscoe’s active 
support in Texas was with a letter in 
which he promised to work toward 
ending price controls on natural gas. 
The last few months Briscoe has 
made several trips to the White House 
to discuss the developing energy 
program. Each time, reporters asked 
the governor if Carter planned to keep 
his promise. Briscoe said he was 
certain he would.

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'Homework Helpline' Successful 


OKLAHOMA CITY (A P) - Some 
students here are spending a lot of 
time on the telephone weeknights — 
and their parents love it. 


Ma Bell, which already serves as 
surrogate minister (Dial-a-Prayer), 
jester (Dial-aJoke), botanist (Dial-a- 
Plant), and a variety of other func­ 
tions, now helps fulfill another need: 
homework help. 
Sponsored by the University Heights 
Branch YWCA, the “ Homework 
Helpline" assists students who are 
struggling with Shakespeare, grap­ 
pling with geometry or toiling through 
trigonometry. 
Monday through Thursday, from 
6:30 p.m to 8:30 p.m., students from 
grades one through 12 can call a 
telephone number and talk to an 


operator who listens to their questions. 
The student then hangs up, and the 
operator telephones a volunteer on call 
who has knowledge of the subject. The 
volunteer then calls the student at 
home. 


“ It’s an amazingly simple concept," 
says Chris Connell, director of the 
YWCA branch. The helpline has been 
open for about two months, and 
although the volume of calls has been 
sporadic — averaging six a night — 
Miss Connell is ringing with en­ 
thusiasm. 
“ Take, for instance, the night a boy 
called and said he was doing a biology 
project,” she recalls, sitting in her 
bright yellow, poster-covered office. 
“ He asked me, ‘What happens when a 
frog hibernates?’ I had no idea, but I

found a teacher at Central State 
College who called him back. The boy 
called me later and said, ‘Wow, 
thanks! I think I’m gonna’ get an A.* 
Now that really makes me feel good." 


Miss Connell emphasizes that the 
helpline is not an “instant answer line" 
for kids who could look up information 
themselves. 


“ We don’t simply give out answers,” 
she says. “ The idea is that if a student 
can conceptualize his problem and 
verbalize it to someone else, that's 
part of the logical problem-solving 
process. We often throw the ball back 
at him and say, How would you go 
about finding the answer?’" 


More than half the calls come from 
elementary school pupils. Miss Connell 
says, and the rest are from high 
schoolers and even some college 
students. “ We don’t advertise for 
college students, and when they call 
we try to sign them up as volunteers,’’ 
she adds. 


Reactions 
from 
parents 
and 
teachers have been enthusiastic. “ We 
had one little girl call three nights in a 
row,” Miss Connell recalls. “ And the 
fourth night her mother called and 
said: ‘Thank God you’re here.’” If a 
student 
calls 
repeatedly 
with 
problems, 
Miss Connell calls the 
child’s parents to talk about possible 
tutorial help. 


Most of the requests involve math 
and science. Have they ever been 
stumped? “ Not yet," Miss Connell 
laughs. “ But sometimes I ’ve had to 
call people who are not volunteers in 
the program, but we always manage to 
find someone who knows.” 
Volunteers are as diverse as the 
questions they answer. They include 
high school and college teachers, 
students, retirees, natives of foreign 
countries for language questions and 
business people. The approximately 25 
volunteers offer their services one or 
two nights a week for two hours.

Local Vet 
Analyzes 
Race Horses 


The thoroughbred’s ears stood 
straight up when he neared the track. 
He sensed he was going to the races. 
“ He’s psyching himself up,” ob­ 
served Dr. Thomas Ebenhack, of 
Circleville, state veterinarian who 
daily conducts the urinalysis tests on 
the thoroughbreds at Beulah Park. 
“ Horses, I believe, are just like 
human athletes. They have to get 
themselves ready for competition. Ifs 
instinct with them,” 
says 
Dr. 
Ebenhack, a 1974 graduate of Ohio 
State University. 
“ Electric tests taken on horses in­ 
dicate that the sound of the bell on the 
starting gate has a stimulating effect 
on the horses in the bam area. They 
sense that it is racing time.” 
One of the most common sayings 
around the race track is “ that horse is 
all heart." Which brings up the 
question, do champion or consistently 
winning horses have bigger hearts? 
“ It would appear that they have," 
surmises Dr. Ebenhack. “ It may not 
be always true, though. 
“ I do believe, though, that a horse 
that has an ailment, say arthritis, 
compensates for his below par 
physical condition by psyching himself 
up for a race. 
“ I believe that how a horse runs 
depends on his mental condition,” says 
Dr. Ebenhack. 
A lot of things enter into making a 
top thoroughbred, just like humans. 
Heredity plays a big part, he says. 
It is also Dr. Ebenhack’s opinion that 
a thoroughbred with a slower pulse 
rate usually has more stamina for 
competition. 
t 
“ It would appear that a thorough­ 
bred with a big lung capacity works 
easier,” he says. “ He gets more air, 
oxygen to his system. He has more 
endurance.” 
Dr. Ebenhack and his stat! take 
urine specimens of the thoroughbreds 
to be sent to the testing laboratory at 
Ohio State to make sure that none of 
the horses have been given illegal 
medication while running in a race.

Carty, speaking at a dinner where he 
was honored as last year's Man of the 
Year on the club, said that a manager 
shouldn’t rebuke his club when it’s not 
winning. 
“They talk about the leader of the 
team,” Carty said in his characteristic 
thick Spanish accent. “They mention 
this player, that player. Who is the test 
leader of the team?” 
As Carty spoke, Robinson was sitting 
next to him and also in attendance 
were all the 25 Indians players. 
“It’s the manager,” Carty said, 
answering his own question. “When he 
leads, we got a ball club. Believe me, 
I’m telling this with all my heart.” 
The Dominican Republic native they 
call the Big Mon then added, "We need 
your help, Frank. If you don’t help, 
we’ll all be in trouble.” 
There’s teen plenty of introspection

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'Well-Killers' Plan 
North Sea Assault 


STAVANGER, Norway (AP) - A 
team 
of 
U.S. 
“ w ell-k illers” 
maneuvered 
a 
barge 
alongside 
a 
drilling platform in the North Sea 
today as they prepared to begin the 
tricky operation of capping a runaway 
oil well. 
Meanwhile, the Norwegian govern­ 
ment appointed a blue-ribbon panel to 
investigate the first blowout in Nor­ 
way's offshore Ekofisk oil field. 
The blowout is developing into a 
major issue for the fall general elec­ 
tion and oil companies were worried 
that the minority l^ibor government 
would cancel plans for test drilling off 
northern Norway, which is to begin 
next year. 
Heavy seas and gale-force winds on 
Monday thwarted plans to plug the 
well, which has been spewing oil and 
gas since a blowout Friday night. The 
storm suddenly faded away to a 
southern breeze early today, allowing 
Texas well-cappers Boots Hansen and 
Richard Hattenberg to move the 400- 
foot, pipe-laying barge Choctaw into 
position. 
The storm also broke up more than 


80,000 acres of spilt oil. One lSMi-mile- 
long slick stretched southeast toward 
Denmark 180 m iles away while a 
second slick 6-to 10-miles-long look a 
more 
northeasterly course 
toward 
Norway, 167 m iles away. 


The wind changes frequently in the 
North Sea iii the spring and the slick is 
expected to drift for several days and 
perhaps weeks before reaching shores.

The well-pluggers, carrying oxygen 
m asks and fire-resistant overalls, will 
have to work in a shower of brownish- 
red oil that is spurting 60-feet high and 
water from a fireboat hosing down the 
platform to prevent a spark from 
igniting the geyser of fuel.

employe went to a school with the 
chance to leave and secure a much 
better job, they would be opposed to 
reimbursement.

Ohio Department of Liquor Control 
Director Clifford E. Reich announced 
today that applications for new liquor 
permits and transfers of location or 
ownership are now being processed by 
the department. 
“ The 
app licant 
and 
intended 
prem ises are investigated carefully 
before any decision is m ade regarding 
the issuance or denial of a perm it,” the 
director explained. “The usual time 
for the processing of an application is 
about 45 days.” 
The department releases the names 
of persons applying for permits to the 
news media and to municipal and 
county officials for the purpose of 
obtaining all information pertinent to 
the application. 
“ We hope that persons who have 
objections 
to 
permits 
under 
con­ 
sideration will inform the department 
im m ediately,” Reich said. “We base 
our judgment to issue or deny on the 
quota of permits allowed in the area 
according to population and the find­ 
ings of our investigations. 
If the 
application is qualified ana tnere is an 
opening, we are required by law to 
issue the perm it,” the director con­ 
cluded.

Drilling Expansion 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Co. is expanding its 
natural gas drilling program to a 
deeper and more costly area below the 
Clinton formation from which most of 
Ohio’s gas com es. 
With three successful natural gas 
w ells 
on 
its 
own 
property 
here, 
Goodyear has decided to probe what’s 
known as the Rose Run stratum with a 
6,500-foot experim ental well on land 
leased in Jackson County. 
Geologists figure the Rose Run could 
be five tim es as productive as the 
Clinton formation. But since the cost, 
and thus the risk, is greater, Goodyear 
said, the Ohio Energy Resource and 
Development Agency will underwrite 
one-third of the cost. 


Law On Parochial Aid Fought 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A lawyer 
representing Ohioans challenging a 
state law that provides up to $88 
million in m aterials and services for 
non-public sch ools told the U .S. 
Supreme 
Court 
Monday 
that 
the 
statute is a sham for avoiding con­ 
stitutional separation of church and 
state. 
“It does not suffice to say the loans 
are 
being made 
to students 
and 
parents,” attorney Joshua J. Kan- 
celbaum of Cleveland told the justices 
in challenging the 1975 Ohio law. 


Kaneelbaum argued that the state 
legislature passed the law providing 
for loans of materials to students and 
not to 
nonpublic 
schools 
after 
a 
Supreme Court ruling in a 
Penn­ 
sylvania case outlawed use of tax­ 
payer dollars for such loans directly to 
schools. 
He said private schools in Ohio are 
“overwhelmingly sectarian” with 720 
of 749 private schools in the state 
religiously affiliated. 
Kaneelbaum represents a group of 
Ohio taxpayers trying to have the law

struck down as an “end run" around 
past court rulings against establish­ 
ment of religion. 
Defending the state law before the 
nation’s highest court were Ohio Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Thomas V. Martin and 
Columbus attorney David J. Young. 
Martin said the state believes it has 
overcome limitations placed on it by 
previous court decisions. Young, who 
represents the parents of students who 
attend private schools, called the law 
an 
“honest, 
genuine” 
attempt 
to 
structure aid to children under the 
court’s guidence. 


The Ohio law before 1975 allowed for 
certain health and other services to be 
provided by state employes on the 
grounds of private schools. The new 
law changed that practice in most 
instances, and now the tests and 
services are provided at a neutral site 
aw ay 
from 
the 
private 
school 
premises. 


Young said the state law should not 
be scrapped because of “assumed 
abuses,” and argued that all types of 
aid available under the law—textbooks 
and 
other 
learning 
m aterials, 
diagnostic programs, therapy services 
and field trip transp ortation—are 
aimed at students and are not being 
used for religuous purposes. 
“The Ohio program is a neutral 
program of secular assistance," he 
said. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
appeared less 
than 
convinced by 
K ancelbaum ’s 
argum ents 
as 
he 
peppered the attorney with questions. 
Justice Poter Stewart, who wrote the 
court’s majority opinion in the Penn­ 
sylvania case, and Thurgood Marshall 
seemed to be leaning the other way as 
they pressed Martin and Young to 
explain how the state’s law can be 
im plem ented 
w ithout 
undue en­ 
tanglem ent 
of 
governm ent 
and 
religion.
